Group I, claim(s) 1-6 and 20, drawn to a recording method for recording information on a 
dual layer recordable disk, the method comprising performing an optimum power control 
procedure in OPC areas, characterized in that the optimum power control procedure is 
performed in an OPC area variably located on each of the layers. 

Group II, claim(s) 7-11, drawn to a recording method for recording information on a dual 
layer recordable disk, characterized in that the information to be recorded is substantially 
equally divided between a first layer and a second layer, and is written to the first and 
second layer such that beyond a maximum radius (Rmax) no data is written on both 
layers. 

Group III, claim(s) 12-19, drawn to a recording method for recording information on a 
multiple layer recordable disk comprising the steps of recording upon a first layer before 
recording upon a at least one other layer, and performing an optimum power control on 
the at least one other layer, wherein the optimum power control procedure is performed 
in an OPC-area variably located on the at least other layers located at a close radius 
where the data stream switches layers. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I does not require that information to be substantially equally divided between a 
first layer and a second layer, and no data is to be written on both layer beyond a maximum 
radius (Rmax). 

Group I does not require that the first layer is to be recorded upon before at least one 
other layer. 

Group II does not require that at least one of the OPC-areas is located in the Middle Zone 
of the at least one of the layers of the dual layer disk, and a further OPC-area is located at a fixed 
position. 
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Group II does not require that the first layer is to be recorded upon before at least one 
other layer, and the OPC-area located at a close radius where the data stream switches layers. 

Group III does not require that the location of at least one of the OPC-areas on the layers 
of the dual layer disk depends on the amount of the information to be recorded on the disk. 

Group III does not require that information to be substantially equally divided between a 
first layer and a second layer, and no data is to be written on both layer beyond a maximum 
radius (Rmax).
